formity and Variety, to produce this Emo- 
tion. 

That the Composition of Uniformity and 
Variety in Forms is agreeable, or is fitted 
by the constitution of our nature to excite 
an agreeable sensation in the Sense of Sight, 
I am not disposed to dispute. That these 
qualities are also capable of conveying to 
us very pleasing and very interesting ex- 
pressions, and that in this manner they are

HUME’S HISTORY. 


Tue reign of Henry VII. was, in the main, fortu- 
nate for his people at home, and honourable abroad. 
He put an end to the civil wars with which the 
nation had long been harassed, he maintained 
peace and order in the state, he depressed the 
former exorbitant power of the nobility, and, to- 
gether with the friendship of some foreign princes, 
he acquired the consideration and. regard of all. 
He loved peace without fearing war; though 
agitated with continual suspicions of his servants 
and ministers, he discovered no timidity, either 
in the conduct of his affairs, or in the day of bat- 
tle; and though often severe in his punishments, he 
was commonly less actuated by revenge than by 
maxims of policy. 

The services which he rendered the people were 
. derived from his views of private advantage rather 
than the motives of public spirit; and where he 
deviated from interested regards, it was unknown 
to himself, and ever from the malignant prejudices 
of faction, or the mean projects of avarice; not 
from the sallies of passion, or allurements of plea- 
sure; still less from the benign motives of friend- 
ship and generosity. 

His capacity was excellent, but somewhat con- 
tracted by the narrowness of his heart; he pos- 
sessed insinuation and address, but never employed 
these talents except where some great point of in- 
terest was to be gained; and while he neglected 
to conciliate the affections of his people, he often 
felt the danger of resting his authority on their

IT is deeply to be lamented, that at the period Marina un- 
dertook his general history of Spain, the annals of that 
country were involved in fable, and its records lay buried in 
oblivion. Marina had many of the qualifications necessary 
to form a perfect historian; an elevated mind, a strong con- 
ception, a solid judgment, a love of liberty. His taste was 
pure, his style noble and dignified, well suited to the gravi- 
ty and majesty of history. Out of the separate and disjoint- 
ed annals of the different kingdoms of Spain, he formed a 
clear and connected story, and interwove into it, with sin- 
gular judgment and address, whatever could elucidate his 
subject, from the transactions of Italy and of other countries. 
But, though skilful in the construction of his narrative, he 
was deficient in the patience and assiduity necessary to puri- 
fy it from the rust and dross that polluted and debased the 
histories which had preceded his own attempt. The grosser 
falsehoods, which ignorance or vanity had introduced into 
- the annals of his country, his good sense taught him to re- 
ject: But many errors escaped his detection; many fables he 
suffered to pass without exposure; and in questions where 
the curiosity and industry of his countrymen had not yet 
been awakened, genius could not supply the place of ‘in- 
quiry. 

On the civil and political constitution of his country, on 
the manners and establishments of the middle ages, on the 
progress of society and of commerce, on arts and literature, 
the information he gives is scanty and imperfect; nor does 
he appear to have appreciated justly the importance of such 
researches, or to have been sufficiently aware of their inti- 
mate connexion with the true use and value of history. His 
reflections too, though just, are sometimes trite; and his ob- 
servations on mankind are oftener drawn from the schools 
and from the lessons of moralists, than from the practice and 
knowledge of the world. In the severity of his strictures on 
manners, we recognize the austerity of the cloister; and in 
his judgments of ecclesiastical affairs we see with regret the 
heated and prejudiced mind of a theological disputant. His 
merits, however, are great; nor can any modern nation, 
except our own, boast of a general historian fit to be com- 
pared with the Jesuit Marina.

Or his intellectual character, the constituent and fundamental 
principle was good sense, a prompt and intuitive perception of 
consonance and propriety. He saw immediately, of his own 
conceptions, what was to be chosen, and what to be rejected; 
and, in the works of others, what was to be shunned, and what 
was to be copied. 

But good sense alone is a sedate and quiescent quality, which 
manages its possessions well, but does not increase them; it col- 
lects few materials for its own operations, and preserves safety, but 
never gains supremacy. Pope had likewise genius; a mind active, 
ambitious, and adventurous, always investigating, always aspir- 
ing; in its widest searches still longing to go forward, in its high- 
est flights still wishing to be higher; always imagining something 
greater than it knows, always endeavouring more than it can do. 

To assist these powers, he is said to have had great strength i 
and exactness of memory. That which he had heard or read 3: 
was not easily lost; and he had before him not only what his 3; 
own meditations suggested, but what he had found in other 
writers that might be accommodated to his present purpose. 

These benefits of nature he improved by incessant and un- 
wearied diligence; he had recourse to every source of intelli- 
gence, and lost no opportunity of information; he consulted the 
living as well as the dead; he read his compositions to his friends, 
and was never content with mediocrity, when excellence could 
be attained. He considered poetry as the business of his life; 
and, however he might seem to lament his occupation, he fol- 
lowed it with constancy; to make verses was his first labour, 
and to mend them was his last. 

From his attention to poetry, he was never diverted. If con- 
versation offered any thing that could be improved, he committed 
it to paper; if a thought, or perhaps an expression more happy 
than was common, rose to his mind, he was careful to write it; 
an independent distich was preserved for an opportunity of in- 
sertion; and some little fragments have been found containing 
lines, or parts of lines, to be wrought upon at some other time. 

He was one of those few whose labour is their pleasure: he 
was never elevated to negligence, nor wearied to impatience; he 
never passed a fault unamended by indifference, nor quitted it 
by despair. He laboured his works first to gain reputation, and 
afterwards to keep it. ; 

Of composition there are different methods. Some employ at 
once memory and invention, and, with little intermediate use of 
the pen, form and polish large masses by continued meditation, 
and write their productions only when, in their own opinion, 
they have completed them. It is related of Virgil, that his cus- 
tom was to pour out a great number of verses in the morning, 
and pass the day in retrenching exuberances and correcting in-

A FRENCHMAN, who arrives in London, 
will find philosophy, like every thing 
else, very much changed there. He 
had left the world a plenum, and he 
now finds it a vacuum. At Paris the 
universe is seen composed of vortices 
of subtile matter; but nothing like it 
is seen in London. In France it is the 
pressure of the moon that causes the 
tides; but in England it is the sea that 
gravitates towards the moon; so that 
when you think that the moon should 
make it flood with us, those gentlemen 
fancy it should be ebb, which, very un- 
luckily, cannot be proved. For to be 
able to do this, it is necessary the moon 
and the tides should have been inquired 
into, at the very instant of the creation. 
You will observe farther, that the 
sun, which in France is said to have 
nothing to do in the affair, comes in 
here for very near a quarter of its assist- 
ance. According to your Cartesians, 
every thing is performed by an impulsion, 
of which we have very little notion; and 
according to Sir Isaac Newton, it is by 
an attraction, the cause of which is as 
much unknown to us. At Paris you 
imagine that the earth is shaped like a 
melon, or of an oblique figure; at Lon- 
don it has an oblate one. A Cartesian 
declares that light exists in the air; but 
a Newtonian asserts that it comes from 
the sun in six minutes anda half. The 
several operations of your chymistry, 
are performed by Acids, Alkalies, and 
subtile matter; but attraction prevails 
even in chymistry among the English. 
The very essence of things is totally 
changed. Youncither are agreed upon 
the definition of the soul, nor on that 
of matter. Des Cartes, as I observed 
in my last, maintains that the soul is 
the same thing with thought; and Mr. 
Locke has given a pretty good proof of 
the contrary. Des Cartes asserts farther, 
that extension alone constitutes matter, 
but Sir Isaac adds solidity to it. How fu- 
riously contradictory are these opinions? 
g Tiger to end such great disputes.’ 
ous Newton, this destroyer 
of the Cartesian system, died in March 
Anno 1727. His countrymen honoured 


him in his life-time, and interred him 
as though he had been a king who had 
made his people happy. 

The English read with the highest 
satisfaction, and translated into their 
tongue, the eulogium of Sir Isaac New- 
ton which Mr. de Fontenelle spoke in 
the academy of sciences. Mr. de Fon- 
tenelle presides as judge over Philoso- 
phers; and the English expected his 
decision, as a solemn declaration of the 
superiority of the English Philosophy 
over that of the French. But when it 
was found that this gentleman had com- 
pared Des Cartes to Sir Isaac, the whole 
Royal Society in London rose up in 
arms. So far from acquiescing with 
Mr. Fontenelle’s judgment, they criti- 
cised his discourse. And even several 
(who however were not the ablest phi- 
losophers in that body) were offended 
at the comparison; and for no other 
reason but because Des Cartes was a 
Frenchman. 

It must be confessed that these two 
great men differed very much in conduct, 
in fortune, and in philosophy. Nature 
had indulged Des Cartes with a shining 
and strong imagination, whence he be- 
came a very singular person, both in pri- 
vate life, and in his manner of reasoning. 
This imagination could not conceal itself 
even in his philosophical works, which 
are every where adorned with very 
shining ingenious metaphors, and fi- 
gures. Nature had almost made him a 
poet; and indeed he wrote a piece of po- 
etry for the entertainment of Christina, 
Queen of Sweden, which however was 
suppressed in honour to his memory. 

The discoveries, which gained Sir 
Isaac Newton so universal a reputation, 
relate to the system of the world, to 
light, to geometrical infinities, and lastly, 
to chronology, with which he used to 
amuse himself after the fatigue of his 
severer studies. I will now acquaint 
you (without prolixity if possible) with 
the few things I have been able to 
comprehend of all these sublime ideas. 
With regard to the system of our world, 
disputes were a long time maintained, 
on the cause that turns the planets, and

The beauties of style, seem to be gener- 
ally considered, as below the attention 
both of an author andareader. I know 
not, therefore, whether I may venture to 
acknowledge that, among the numberless 
graces of your late performance, I par- 
ticularly admired that strength and ele- 
gance, with which you have enforced and 
adorned the noblest sentiments. There 
was a time, however, (and it was a peri- 
od of the truest refinement,) when an 
excellence of this kind, was esteemed in 
the number of the politest accomplish- 
ments; as it was the ambition of some 
of the greatest names of antiquity, to dis- 
tinguish themselves in the improvement 
of their native tongue. Julius Cesar, 
who was not only the greatest hero, but 
the finest gentleman that ever, perhaps, 
appeared in the world, was desirous of 
adding this talent, to his other most shin- 
ing endowments: and, we are told he 
studied the language of his country, with 
much application: as we are sure he pos- 
sessed it in its highest elegance. 

What a loss, Euphronius, is it to the 
literary world, that the treatise, which 
he wrote upon this subject, has perished, 
with many other valuable works of that 
age! But, though we are deprived of 
the benefit of his observations, we are 
happily not without an instance of their 
effects; and his own memoirs, will ever 
remain, as the best and brightest exem- 
plar, not only of true generalship, but of 
fine writing. He published them, indeed, 
only as materials for the use of those, 
who should be disposed to enlarge upon 
that remarkable period of the Roman 
history; yet the purity and gracefulness 
of his style were such, that no judicious 
writer, durst attempt to touch the sub- 
ject after him. 

Having produced so illustrious an in- 
stance in favour of an art, for which I 
have ventured to admire you, it would 
be impertinent to add a second, were 
I to cite a less authority than that of 
the immortal Tully. This noble author, 
in his dialogue concerning the celebrated 
Roman orators, frequently mentions it 
as a very high encomium, that they pos- 
sessed the elegance of their native lan- 
guage; and introduces Brutus, as declar- 


ing, that he should prefer the honour of 
being esteemed the great master and im- 
prover of Roman eloquence, even to the 
glory of many triumphs. But, to add 
reason to precedent, and, to view this 
art in its use, as well as its dignity, will 
it not be allowed of some importance, 
when it is considered, that eloquence is 
one of the considerable auxiliaries of 
truth? Nothing indeed contributes more 
to subdue the mind to the force of rea- 
son, than her being supported by the 
powerful assistance of masculine and 
vigorous oratory. As, on the contrary, 
the most legitimate arguments may be 
disappointed of that success they deserve, 
by being attended with a spiritless and 
enfeebled expression. 

Accordingly, the most elegant of writ- 
ers, the inimitable Mr. Addison, observes 
in one of his essays, that “ there is as 
much difference, between comprehending 
a thought clothed in Cicero’s language, 
and that ofan ordinary writer, as be- 
tween seeing an object, by the light of a 
taper and the light of the sun.” 

It is surely, then, a very strange con- 
ceit of the celebrated Malbranche, who 
seems to think the pleasure which arises 
from perusing a well written piece, is of 
the criminal kind, and has its source, in 
the weakness and effeminacy of the hu- 
man heart. A man must have a very 
uncommon severity of temper, indeed, 
who can find any thing to condemn in 
adding charms to truth, and gaining the 
heart by captivating the ear; in uniting 
roses with the thorns of science, and join- 
ing pleasure with instruction. 

The truth is, the mind is delighted 
with a fine style, upon the same princi- 
ple that it prefers regularity to confusion, 
and beauty to deformity, A taste of this 
sort, is, indeed, so far from being a mark 
of any depravity of our nature, that I 
should rather consider it as an evidence 
in some degree, of the moral rectitude of 
its constitution, as it is a proof of its re- 
taining some relish, at least of harmony 
and order. One might be apt indeed to 
suspect, that certain writers amongst us, 
had considered all beauties of this sort, 
in the same gloomy view with Mal- 
branche: or, at least, that they avoided 
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LARGE-FACED MINION. 


At break of day, the Prussian army again began to move. The 
4th and 2d corps marched by St. Lambert, where they were to take 
a position, covered by the forest, near Frichemont, to take the 
enemy in the rear, when the moment should appear favourable. 
The first corps was to operate by Ohain, on the right flank of the 
enemy. The third corps was to follow slowly, in order to afford 
succour in case of need. The battle began about 10 o’clock in the 
morning. The English army occupied the heights of Mount St. 
Jean; that of the Biench was on the heights before Planchenoit : 
the former was about 80,000 strong; the enemy had above 130,000. 
In a short time, the battle became general along the whole line. 
It seems that Napoleon had the design to throw the left wing upon 
the centre, and dius to effect the separation of the English arm 
from the Prussian, which he believed to be retreating upon Mae- 
stricht. 

For this purpose, he had placed the greatest part of his reserve 
in the centre, against his right wing, and upon this point he at- 
tacked with fury. The English army fought with a valour which 
it is impossible to surpass. The repeated charges of the Old 
Guard were baffled by the intrepidity of the Scottish regiments ; 
and at every charge the French cayalry was overthrown by the 
English cavalry. But the superiority of the pg in numbers 
was too great ; Napoleon continually brought forward considerable 
masses, and, with whatever firmness the English troops maintained 
themselves in their position, it was not possible but that such 
heroic exertions must have a limit. 

It was half-past four o’clock. The excessive difficulties of the 
passage by the defile of St. Lambert, had considerably retarded 
the march of the Prussian columns, so that only two brigades of 
the 4th corps had arrived at the covered position which was as- 
signed to them. The decisive moment was come; there was not 
an instant to be lost. The Generals did not suffer it to escape. 
They resolved immediately to begin the attack with the troops 
which they had at hand. General Bulow, therefore, with two 
brigades and a corps of cavalry, advanced rapidly upon the rear of 
the enemy’s right wing. ‘The enemy did not lose his presence of

LONDON PRICE CURRENT. 


RUM, BRANDY, and HOLLANDS.—The Rum Market has lately 
remained in a very languid and depressed state, and, notwithstand- 
ing the inconsiderable imports compared with the year 1821, and 
the probability of a very short supply, on account of the low prices, 
and the facility afforded the planters to export from the West In- 
dies to Europe, or the United States, yet the demand is languid; the 
purchases confined to small parcels to the trade, and to limited ship- 
ments; the prices are without alteration.—Brandies have been in 
some request, owing to the great reduction of the prices; the quota- 
tions are 2d. to 3d. per gallon higher, but the market has not such 
a favourable appearance as towards the close of last week.—In Ge- 
neva there is little alteration. 


HEMP, FLAX, and TALLOW.—The Tallow Market is still ina 
very depressed state; parcels of Yellow Candle Tallow here sell at 
35s., and for arrival 35s. 6d. and 36s. The Market has been again 
rendered more languid.—RusSia Tallow had fallen from 106 to 102 
ro.—Hemp has rather given way, but there is little business doing. 
—In Flax there is little alteration. 


SPICES.—Pepper has been in good demand for several days past, 
and the reports from the continental markets are very favourable, 
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
